UNIVERSITY WOMEN 
HEAR TALK ON 
SOVIET EDUCATION 


Mrs. Anatoly Doilnitsyn, wife of an 
attache of the Russian Embassy, was 
the guest speaker at the October 
meeting of the University Women’s 
Club of Belleville and District. Mrs. 
Doilnitsyn, a graduate of the Mos- 
cow Pedagogical Institute of Foreign 
Languages, spoke on “Education in 
the Soviet Union.” 

The speaker said that, when -the 
Soviet Union came into existence in 
1917, that 76 per cent of the popula- 
tion was illiterate, but that this had 
been corrected by 1939. Education 
,was first made compulsory in the 
1930's, and at the present time the 
eight-year course beginning at seven 
years of age is compulsory. It is 
hoped that by 1970 the ten-year 
course comparable to a completed 
| Canadian secondary school education, 
_ will be compulsory. 

After a survey of educativn in the 
Soviet Union in 1956, the curriculum 
was redrawn to combine technical 
and labour training with general 
education to end the one-sided 
theoretical nature of existing educa- 
tion. 

The state- cnperated, co-educational 
schools provide for continuity and

Be Snappy About If 


DEAR SUSANNA: After 
washing, my rubberized girdle 
should be air-dried inside and 
out. The air won’t circulate if it

a similar problem is to fasten 
the four garters right over the 
oar of a metal clothes hanger 
and put the whole thing up to 
dry.

I started to point out that | 
did all of these whenever possi- 
ble, but not all the time, and not 
all at once. But he wasn't listen- 


ing. He had the car door open’ 


and me by the arm, and. was 
hustling me toward that big, 
brick factory that looked more 
like a prison every second, | 
thought I was under arrest. 


When we got inside, he shoved 
me inte a chair, and | waited, 
fearfully, for the bright light in 
the face, and the rubber hose. 
But he fooled me. He stuck a 
confession under my nose and. 
snarled, “Sign there.’’ I signed, 
wondering what had become of 
Magna Carta, Habeas Corpus 
and my family, out in the car. 


It was not until he offered to 
show me the gymnasium and 
the cafeteria that I realized the 
factory was a high school, and 
that I had just experienced the 
hard sell on teachers. 

However, it wasn’t much of a 
switch for me. I know that the 
jump into teaching, from big in- 
dustrialist, shoe salesman or 
short-order cook has been a 
traumatic experience for some 


_ people. You can see them any 


day, tottering white-faced to- 
ward the staff room, after a 
double period with 10Z, the ter- 
ror of the school. 

But I had little difficulty in 
making the adjustment. After 
all, I had been a weekly news- 
paper editor. In that job, you 
spend most of your time telling 
people things they don’t listen 
to, and urging them to do things 
they don’t want to do. I found 
these invaluable training for my 
teaching career. 

And I must admit that things 
have gone well. In three years, 
I fought my way up to a depart- 
ment-headship. Oh, it took a lot 
of midnight-oll-burning, coffee- 
buying for the principal, and the 
fact that they couldn't get any- 
body else for the job. But I 
made it. 

And now J have my own little 
empite: a dozen or so English 
teachers who are so in awe of 
ine that they never borrow 
more than $10; an assistant de- 
partment head who hangs on 
my every word, and then con- 
tradicts it; and the-thrill of at- 
tending department heads’ 
meetings, of being on the inside, 
Where the big decisions are 
made.

‘- Werds, But No Answers 


‘Six weeks of campaigning 
was settled in a few hours of 
yoting Monday and now a post- 
election euphoria has settled 
over the country. 


But if the election was sup- 
posed to have becn a Great De- 
tate on the vitel issues facing 
Canada, then the campaign 

which ended Nov. 8 must go 
down as the debate which 
never happencd. 


For all the frenzied speech- 
‘ making, how close did the 
parties come to telling the 
Canadian people how they 
would deal with the two main 
‘problems of this country — 
national unity and national] sur- 
. vival?, 


A'l the candidates, from the 
party leaders to the least known 
outback momin¢ées, paid the 
usual lip service to these ques- 
tions. spe 


-~ 


But no one, in the words of 
Adlai Stevenson, “talked facts 
to the people.” 


Perhaps this was what the 
people sensed in the apathy of 
the campaign. Where was the 
party leader ready to take the 
unpopular stand in the interest 
of principle? Where was the 

*eandidate who was willing to 
admit that his party had any- 

_ thing but a perfect formula for 
“the problems that face the 
country? 


Let's dissect those two key 
issues — national unity and 
national survival — and see how 
‘we fared in this recent cam- 
paign. 


On the question of national. 
unity, it must now be evident 
that whether English Canada 
tikes it or not, Quebec is going 
to re-shape Confederation as we 
have known it since 1867. , 

The Liberal party, which says 
it_is dedicated to “co-operative 
feceralism,” never at any time 
during the campaign explained 
just what this means. 


Does it mean one set of deals 
for Quebec and another for the 
rest of Canada? 


As repugnant as this may 
seem on the surface, this may 
indeed be the only way to pre 
serve Confederation. Quebec

perhaps is going to have to be 
given a special status, and be 
allowed to po its own way on 
many matters. It is already 
doing this by opting out of cer- 
tain federal - provincial pro- 
grams, and setting up its own 
machinery in such areas as te 
contributory pension program. 


On the other hand, do the 
Liberals stand for a -weaker 
central government generally by 
giving all provinces the same 
latitude as Quebec, so they 
won't be accused of appeasinz 
French Canada? 


A special status for Quebec — 
which Mr. 
thundered against — may at 
least be preferable to weaken- 
ing federal authority over the 
other nine provinces. But it is 
politically expedient to keep 
the voter’s mind off such sub- 
ject. 

The Liberal government, dur- 


ing the past two and one-half 
years, seems to have set Canada 


‘on the road to some kind of 


common market with the 
United States. The auto trade 
pact, which was set up in such 
a way that U.S. companies 
would permit their Canadian 
subsidiaries to sell in the U.S., 
was the prime example of this 
trend. 


But at the same time, finance 
minister Gordon was ‘following 
a policy of economic nationalism 
aimed at securing greater Cana- 
dian ownership of our industry. 


Are the two aims compatible? 
Canadian industry needs for- 
eign markets, and the greatest 
market in the world is just over 
our border. Can we get into 
this market without sacrificing 
our national identity? No one 
has told us how. 


The election just ended may 
mark a turning point in the per- 
sonalities of Canadian politics, 
and perhaps the policies of the 
parties. 


There is every likelinood that 
within the next three years the 
Liberal, ConServative and ND? 
parties will all have new Jead- 
ers The events of the next few 
days may give some indication 
as to how soon these changes 
can be expected.

} Most farm .woodlots in Southern 
| Ontario and. particularly in the Bay 
,of Quinte area are not second. growth 
| forests. They are third growth woods. 
| After the great cut a hundred or 
more years ago the woodlots grew 
| back only to be combed of good trees 
during and after the first and second 
war when the timber prices were 
comparatively high. 

Today many of the farm woodlots 
test recovering again but there is 
always the danger that they will not 
le allowed to reach maturity or 
semi-maturity. 

True, the timber market situation 
is such that there is little or no value 
in cutting undersize or poor quality 
timber. The cutting, hauling and road 
itransportation costs in this area 
| almost equal the price a farmer 
obtains for firewood and pulpwood, 
and the démand for such low value 
forest products is limited. 

Thus, very few. woodlot owners 
think that they can afford to remove 
inferior and sick trees, or carry out 
thinnings. These improvement cut- 
| tings, as we call them, are the only 
‘ones which make sense in a young 
forest. 

The only forest products which can 
be sdld at a reasonable price are logs 
and veneer. , 

j It is understandable to see.a wood- 
lot owned look around in his woodlot 
ee trees which will provide him with 
some revenue. No one likes to own 
land or other property that does not 
yield an income.

No Fleas on this Market

stay smaller, inferior, branch, sick, 
damaged trees. Often loggers leave 
/ behind anything in felled trees which 
| will not make a good log, and this 
lusually amounts to more than half 
lof the total volume of the tree. All 
these left-overs, poor logs, tops, 
branches, are thrown on young 
growth, breaking tree shoots, dam- 
aging stems, suppressing new tree 
| generation. 

This type of logging is called “high 
Leatee because the highest quality 
timber is removed. It could as well be 
called a forest’s “down grading” hbe- 
cause after each successive cut only 
the poorest quality trees are left to 
| grow. ‘ 

What is the financial effect of 
such a high grading in a young 
'rorest? Very poor - few trees are 
found of good enough quality to 
meet the buyer's specifications and 
their extraction at this time will 
yield little revenue and do the re- 
maining stand a lot of harm. 

The woodlot owner usually is im- 
pressed by the relatively high price 
for good logs quoted by a buyer.

The story of L. E. Shaw Limited 


reads like a romance. Having cele- 


brated its century mark manufactur- 
ing clay products in the maritime 


Brunswick during good times and 
bad it is now rated foremost in its 
industrial field. 

There is a mistaken belief that the 
twentieth century marks the. spec- 
tacular progress of youth in big 
business. It was in 1861 that Robert 


Shaw started manufacturing bricks 


when he was just 21 years old. Four 
generations of the Shaw family have 
expanded the business in 4 hundred 
and four years to a nine plant 
organization “with a multi-million 
dollar annual sales record. 

It wasn’t always as flourishing as 
it is now. The century of the 


company’s development was also a 


century of chaos and disaster. Two 
world wars and a depression con- 
tributed to its struggle for survival 
while disaster contributed to its suc- 
cess.

One of the most beneficial tree 
planting projects in agricultural 
areas is the establishment of wind- 
breaks. 

The land on the shores of Lake | 
Ontario has been settled for over 150! 
years, and while it never could com- | 
pare in fertility with the rich, deep | 
soils of the Niagara Peninsula and of ' 
the Prairies it has yielded good crops 
to generations of farmers. : 

To protect their fields many far- 
mers ‘of the ‘Quinte and South! 
Frontenac area started planting 
windbreaks or shelterbelts similar to 
those established in years past in 
Niagara Peninsula where many farms 
today are protected against severe 
winds with rows of trees or small 
‘woodlots on the windward side. 

If anything, the farmland on the 
Bay of Quinte needs such protection : 
even more than the, deeper soils else- 
where. The reason: strong winds and 
dry summers. On relatively shallow 
land this combination is dangerous. 
The Soil Survey of Prince Edward 
County states: “Over 4 fifty year 
period it was computed that the 
drought frequency of Prince Edward 
County would be 34, making it the 
most drought susceptive area in 
Southern Ontario.” The situation is 
similar in southern townships of 
Frontenac, Lennox and Addington 
and Hastings Counties. 

What are the benefits of well 
established windbreaks? 

1. They reduce the velocity of 
wind, thus preventing excessive loss 
of moisture, blowing out of newly 
seeded grain fields, rubbing of 
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‘on the market while prices are most 
favourable. 


3. By holding snow on the fielas’ 
a better accumulation of moisture in 
the ground is achieved. 

4. Windbreaks prevent not only 
snow but also soil from blowing. On 
$8ndy soil this sdil blowing can be- 
come fatal, but also on relatively 
heavy soil it is noticeable over the 
years. Even if one-tenth of an inch 
is blown away each year this makes 
three inches in 30 years, and three 
inches on some of our fields is plenty. 
A wind blowing 20 miles per hour 
has four times the capacity of a_ten 
mile per hour wind to pick up soil. 

5. Windbreaks prevent tempera- 
tures from ‘dropping too quickly, and 
thus they often save crops from 
winterkill. A farmer near Adolphus- 
town reported 90 per cent of his 
Hudson wheat winterkilled on an 
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| open field, while from the windbreak

It’s fairly apparent that Mr. 
Winters has prime ministerial! 
ambitions. The post of finance 
minister hes !ong been a poliii- 
cal graveyard and he mav not 
be anxious to take on this as- 
signment. He might prefer to 


‘see Mr. Sharp, who has taken 


up the finance post temporarily, 
move over to that denartment 
permanently so as to leave the 
trade and commerce depart: 
ment open for him.
